WASHINGTON’, March o, (IP<— 
President Hoover had scarcely set­ 
tled into the presidency today be­ 
fore he w-as called upon to make 
the first m ajor decision of policy 
for his 
administration. 
It 
was 
th a t there should be no change 
in the present em bargo on ship­ 
m ents of arm s to Mexico except 
on licenses issued by the state de­ 
partm ent. 
His decision was announced a f­ 
ter he had held two conferences 
with Secretary Kellogg, who laid 
before him tile latest reports on 
the progress of the revolutionary 
movement in the neighboring r©- 
puolic and acquainted 
h u u with 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
the establishment of the now fh e- 
year old policy of the American 
government.

president, Mr. Hoover stated that 
he wished to carry forward the 
sem i-weekly conferences with the
